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Retreat to Advance... 


Today is our day; it is our opportunity as collegians to pre- 
pare ourselves for tomorrow. By preparing ourselves, we are 
molding and shaping that tomorrow. It may be an era of peace; 
it could easily be one of war. Whichever it is, we will need strat- 
egy-tactics to safeguard our defenses. 

One doesn’t stop for strategy or judge it by appearance. Like 
good generals who will not risk lives on chance guesses, we select 
a certain plan. because it has been proved. We are fortunate in 
having a strategy for tomorrow which can be used today. 
Through five centuries, it has proved effective, for a soldier drew 
up this plan—a fellow who knew what war. was, who loved a 
good fight, but who recognized at last the sweetness of surrender 
to an Eternal King. That soldier was the militant Ignatius. 

Ignatius of Loyola called his battle-scheme ‘‘Retreat,”” but it 
was as an orderly retirement into oneself that he envisioned it— 
a chance to evaluate, change, improve. 

We atomic-age collegians are modern—smart enough to take 
whatever good is offered us. As Christ's soldiers in a Church Mili- 
tant, we have the chance to retreat, in order to advance against the 
powers of evil, which we know can not prevail. 


This Is The Time! 


The postponement of action on.the Thomas Federal-Aid to 
Education bill in order to give priority to the repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley, has put the education bill out of the Senate limelight for 
a few weeks. This, however, should not be the time for the adage, 
“out of sight, out of mind,” to step in and control the thoughts 
of. the American people. Instead, this is a chance for us to take 
advantage of the ‘‘breather’’ to reach some conclusive ideas on the 
bill and.to.act'on these ideas. 

We, as Catholic Americans, have—or should have—a greater 
interest: in this bill than other citizens. It concerns the aid that 
may be given to schools—public, private and parochial. It means 
financial help for hot-lunch programs, school bus service, im- 
provement of school equipment and other similar services. In ad- 
dition, Senator Douglas of Illinois has suggested that $25,000,000 
be: allowed for health service for all. school children. 

By glancing at the bill we can. see that it is appealing. At 
least there is eye-appeal. But underneath the icing does it do much 
for the private and parochial schools? When we investigate deeper 
we find that the Thomas. Education bill (exclusive of the health 
service. bill) provides. that federal finances may be: expended for 
private-school students “only in those states which themselves 
allow such expenditures.of their own.money.” 

Conclusion? It is self-evident. Since only two or three states 
permit such expenditures, the national. government will be slight- 
ing the rights of a large group of its children to share in its’ aids 
and benefits: 

The: course. of action should not be difficult to. map out. 
Congress represents us. Let. us tell our congressmen how we feel 
on.the subject. Let us-tell them that we feel strongly on it. Send 
a postcard to YOUR congressman today!

Diocesan Lenten Regulations | 


The: following. is the: text of. the Lenten Regulations to be read at all 
Masses, on Sunday, February, 27. 

1. Lent. begins this coming Wednesday, March the second. During this 
holy. season .of: Lent we. are. especially concerned with two laws of the Church: 
the.law of: fasting.and.the law of abstinence. These are,two separate and dis- 
tinct.laws. They. are:different in what they require, in the persons bound by 
them, and: in.the. exemptions; from them. 

As. to: the Law. of. Fast:, 

2. The law.of fasting: permits only one full meal a day. 

3;. Every, day. of: Lent.except Sunday is a fast day. 

4. The law of fasting obliges only those between the ages of twenty-one 
and sixty. Many people between these ages:are not: obliged to fast, either be- 
cause their health will not permit it, or because their work requires that they 
eat more:than: one full:meal. 

As to the Law of Abstinence: 

5. The law of abstinence has nothing: to do with the number. or size of 
your meals. Ic merely forbids:the use of flesh meat. 

6. All Wednesdays and. Fridays—except the Wednesday of Holy Week 
—are days of abstinence: The Saturday of Ember Week (March 12th this 
year)’ and Holy Saturday until'noon are also days of abstinence. 

7. The law of abstinence obliges,all those who have reached the age of 
seven years. Ordinary -health and work.do not:readily excuse from abstinence. 
Because of a special. Indule of the Holy See, however, working- men. and. their 
families are dispensed from.the law of abstinence on all days except:the Fri- 
days of the year, Ash. Wednesday, the forenoon. of ‘Holy. Saturday, and the 
Vigil of Christmas. 

8. This “W'orking-man’s Indule”’ is the source: of: frequent. confusion. 
It affects only the law of abstinence; it has nothing to do with the- law of 
fasting. Ir applies to the Wednesdays of Lent, Wednesdays: and Saturdays: of 
Ember Week, and most vigils. The.working-man is usually exempt from fast- 
ing—because of his work. He may eat three full_meals a day, and meac at all 
three of them. It may be that some member of his family does not work and 
is obliged to fast; this person is permitted only one full meal a day and con- 
sequently may have meat at one meal. 

9: On the days of Lent which are not days of abstinence—on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and most Saturdays—those who are obliged to fast may 
eat meat at their principal meal. Those who are not obliged to fast are in no 
way restricted in their use of meat on these days. 

10. The use of butter, cheese, milk, eggs, and fish is permitted every 
day during Lent. Lard or the fat rendered from meat may be used in: pre- 
paring food on any days of fast or abstinence.

11. In case of reasonable doubt regarding your obligation of fasting or “ 


abstaining you should consult your pastor or confessor. He may help you to 
decide or if he is in doubt he may grant you a dispensation.
